SheUs hit 
U.S. ship 
off Somalia

MOGADISHU, Somalia — Somali gun- 
men fired four rocket-propelled grenades at 
an American fuel tanker in the first attack 
on foreign ships at Mogadishu’s port in 
several months, military officials said Sat- 
urday. 

Damage was minimal and there were no

volatile situatioifin the city nine days after 
the United Nations launched a manhunt for 
’ “wurlor'd'Mohamcd Farrah Aidid. 

Leaflets purported to be from Muslim 
fundamentalists were handed out in the city 
Saturday claiming Americans would be 
• killed' if U.N. forces captured Aidid and 
tried him for ambushes June 5 that killed 
24 Pakistani peacekeepers. 

There was no indication Saturday’s at- 
tack was linked to the threat, which was 
.signed by a group called Voice of Muslim 
Brotherhood that claimed l,5O0 members. 
Local Somalis said the slalcment came 
from. Aidid supporters using the name as a 
front. 

The western town of Luc is known as a 
fundamentalist stronghold, but there has 
not been a strong Islamic backla.sh against 
foreign troops in Mogadishu. 

ThC’port attack occurred Friday evening 
as the SS American Osprey was unloading 
jet fuel. 

One shell punched a hole in a cargo 
hold, sending a 4-inch-wide stream, of fuel 
shootin’g into the sea for about half an 
hour, said the ship’s captain.

Report: Sheik talks about bombing

NEW YORK — Tlie radical Muslim cler- 
ic whose followers are suspected in the 
World Trade Center bombing was recorded 
on an FBI wiretap talking about a bombing 
campaign, according to a published report 
Saturday.

According to law enforcement sources 
with detailed knowledge of the investiga- 
tion, FBI wiretaps picked up the voice of 
Abdcl-Rahman in discussions of the alleged 
bombing campaign, the magazine reported.

Other sources confirmed that the FBI 
tapes revealed that the sheik hud knowledge 
of the bombing plot. But the sources told 
U.S. News & World Report that U.S. Attor- 
ney General Janet Reno believed the infor- 
mation was insuftlcicnt to authorize crimi- 
nal charges. 

Instead, evidence from tlie tapes was used 
to secure a federal search warrant for the 
sheik’s apartment. Agents seized boxes of 
books and documents on Thursday, howev- 
er the confiscated materials may. have yield-,

A former Egyptian army officer 
who was close to a key suspect in the 
World Trade Center explosion pro- 
vided the FBI with taped conversa- 
tions and other evidence it needed to 
foil an elaborate bombing conspiracy 
days before it allegedly was to be ex- 
ecuted. 

Lnw enforcement sources con- 
firmed Saturday that Emad Salem, 
43, provided the FBI with evidence 
Uiat led to the arrest of eight men in 
on alleged plot to ossosinate political 
leaders and bomb the United Nations 
building, two Hudson River com- 
muter tunnel's and a federal office 
building in lower Manhattan. 

Salem, who is now in protective

custody, also helped the FBI develop 
evidence against the fiery Muslim 
cleric. Sheik Abdel Omar Rahman, 
for whonl he served as an occasional 
bodyguard. 

Justice Department officials con- 
firmed Saturday that Attorney Gener- 
al Janet Reno decided against arrest- 
ing, or detaining the sheik after con- 
siderable discussion, among law en- 
forcement officials about how to pro- 
ceed with a matter that could have 
repercussions in the Islamic world. 

"Tlicre have been a variety of poli- 


cy options presented to the attorney 
general about what to do about the 
sheik," one official said. "She has de- 
termined there arc sound law en- 
forcement reasons for handling it the 
way we are handling it.” 

Officials have said the options 
range from charging the sheik as a 
co-conspirulor in the United Nations 
plot, detaining him under immigra- 
tion law as a threat to public safely" 
or summarily returning him to 
Egypt. Although a federal immigra- 
tion panel recently denied the sheik’s 
claims to political -asylum and ruled 
he was deportublc on the grounds he 
entered the country under false pre- 
tenses, he is appealing that judg- 
ment.

a growing population has dramatical- 
ly increased ridership of Trans IV 
Buses in recent years; the company 
had lOS.OOO "boardings" in 1^2. 

Aliliough Trans IV was created to 
serve the elderly and disabled. Trans 
IV Director Jim Vining receives daily 
requests from the gcncruhpublic to in- 
crease services. 

To finiince expanded -service, the 
non-profit bus company is seeking 
■ govcriimcnl rhbncy. 

Trans IV hopes to receive a 
$407,920 Idaho Transportation De- 
parimcnl grant to purchase six new 
buses "to maintain current services 
and develop a new fixed-route system 
within the city of Twin Falls," Vining 
said. 

To get the money, the company 
must raise $101,980 in matching 
funds from donations, local-govem- 
mcm.plcdge,sand.c!ihct sources. 

Vining recently asked for $40,000 
from the Twin Falls City Council, but 
Twin Falls Mayor Howard Allen said 
last week no decision has been made. 

Collision 

Williams said she gave up driving 
almost 30 years ago after a collision 
on Blue Lakes Boulevard. "It just 
.scared me so that I couldn't drive 
anymore." 

Williams ride.s a Special Care and 
Assistance Transportation bus. Hand- 
icappcd-ac'ccssiblc buses offer door- 
to-door service to anyone within 
Twin Falls, Jerome. Goring, Rupert 
and Burley. . 

Riders typically call Trans IV the 
day beforc-they-wish to-usc ihe-scr-- 
vicc and arrange for a pickup time 
and location. Trans IV also operates a 
more extensive intercity commuter 
system - with a similar emphasis of 
service to the disabled and elderly - 
throughout (he region. 

The increased ridership has put a 
considerable slrain on Trans IV to 
meet the needs of its riders with its 
limited supply of buses. 

“Wc’rc doing those 100.000 (pas- 
sengers) a year but we arc full," Vin- 
ing said. "Wc need more vehicles." 

In some cases, high demand has 
mado it dilTicult for bus driven to re- 
spond to all-ridc requests. 

"We’ve had to refuse (customers) 
because wc need more busc.s and 
more help,” said driver’ Donna Fer- 
renburgh, who has been with the 
company for three years. 

Rider Goldie Stonsell, 77, said she 
recently missed a doctor’s appoint- 
ment .she had made three months in 
advance because the bus was unable 
to pick her up on that day. 

“I had called a day or two in ad- 
vance, but they were just all full," 
Stanscll said.

The new money could alleviate bus 
— crowdingrVining-said-Tnins-IV-plons — 
to replace two aging buses on its in- 
tercity routes - one of which has ac- 
cumulated nearly 400,000 miles - 
with two 40-passenger, wheelchair- 
acce.sstbTe Vehlctcsi ;

As yet. no specific plans exist for 
the proposed Twin Falls routes, but 
Vining said he is putting together sev- 
eral comnliiiees to discuss new 
routes, bus-stop design and locations 
of stops. 

Vining said the cariiesi any of the 
new buses could go into operation 
would probably be February 1994. 

The grant would provide funds for 
-four-25-pHssenger-buHes-oi a total cost— 
of $230,400. "It’s going to be a very 
small system with only four buses ini- 
lially," Vining .said.

Right-to-lifers says thanks to leaders

MiLWAyKEE — AHhe-opcntng- 

session of the thrcc-dny convention 
of the National Right to Life Com* 
mittee that ended here Saturday, the 
organization’s president presented a 
slide show honoring what she called 
the “heroes" of the aniiaboriion 
movement. 

The faces that flashed across the 
screen included several politicians, 
almost all of them Republicans 
among whom the most prominent — 
Presidents Ronald Reagan and 
George Bush and Vice President 
Dan Quayle — arc out of office. 

Perhaps unintentionally, the slide 
show presented by Wanda Franz 
served to underscore what William 
Kristol, Quaylc’s former chief of 
staff, describe as the ^litical "low 
point’’ of the organized antiabonion 
movement as it reached its 20th on* 
niversoiy. 

In Washington, leaders of the 
movement acknowledge, dntiabor* 
tion forces arc on the defensive, Lost 
year, three Supreme Court justices 
appointed by Reagan and Bush 
foimcd the core of a narrow majority 
that reaffirmed the 1973 Roe vs. 
Wade decision that legalized abor- 
tion and led to creation of the Na- 
tional Right to Life Committee and 
other antiabortion organizations, 

Last November, with the strong 
support of abortion-rights activists. 
Democrat Bill Clinton was elected 
president. Unlike Reagan and Bush, 
he opposes the ban on federal fund- 
ing of abortion services and is com- 
mitted to siping into law the Free- 
dom of Choice Act (FOCA), which 
Congress is scheduled to debate this 
summer and which, its critics con- 
tend, would wipe out virtually all 
state limitations on abortions. CHn^ 
ton’s plan to overhaul the hcaltlTcarc " 
system is expected to include abor- 
tion among the medical services 
guaranteed to all Amcricans7 a pro- 
vision abortion opponents here 
vowed to resist. 

Meanwhile, antiabortion leaders 
are fighting what they call the misr 
perception that opposition to abor- 
tion is a losing issue politically and 
arc openly worried that when the 
Republicans next gather at their na- 
tional convention in 1996, the party 
will back off its strong antiabortion 
stance. “We have to get out there 
and continue to work to make sure 
that the (antiabortion) platform stays 
in there,". Carol Long, head of.thc 
group’s political action committee, 
told a workshop here. 

The divisions over abortion even 
among Republicans were best illus- 
trated at a separate conference held 
here this week by Empower Ameri- 
ca, a think tank-advocacy organiza- 
tion established earlier this year by 
several leading conservatives. At a 
news conference, three of the 
group’s leaders were asked how the 
GOP should deal with the abortion 
issue and their answers covered the 
full spectrum of opinion. 

Former United Nations ambas-

Republican mayors: They 
are rare, exotic creatures 


A Rupubliean big-city mayor is an exotic 
creaiure. In recent times, the League gf Cities 
and ihe U.S, Conference of Mayors, eager to 
appear bipartisan.'have recruited Republicans 
frutn Cleveland. Tn'dliinapolis. Kansas City and ' 
Orlando for one-year terms as president, But 
more ofien. these organizations have had to go 
to places like Colorado Springs, Colo.. San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. York. Pa., and even Scot- 
land Neck. N,C„ in order to find card-carrying 
Republican mayors, 

Tims it was a novelty to have visits la.st week 
by newly elected Republican mayors of the 
Democratic bastions of Jersey City and Los 
Angeles. Tlic victories of Jersey City Mayor 
Bret Schundler and Los Angeles Mayor-decl 
Richard Riordan have brought great cheerio 
the GOP. But after listening to the two men, 
my guess is that the help they can give the Re- 
publicans is very difterent from wliat the party 
leaders may .suppose. 

Both men say they have no inlcrost in pro- 
moting state or national Republican camses - 
and their history supports them. "I am a regis- 
tered Rqrublican, but ] could care less about 
the Republican Parly," said Schundler. a 34- 
-.-year-old-Wall.StrccLAsJiiz_who w:ts a reKisi ered 
Democrat until three years ago and worked for 
Gary Hart’s, unsuccessful presidential bid. 

Riordan. a 63-year-old venture capitalist, has 
as his political alter ego William Wardlaw, a 
Democrat who chaired Pre.sident Clinton's 
1 992 California campaign. Wardlaw wa.s at Ri- 
ordan's' .side every step of the mayoral race and 
now heads the transition team planning the new 
administration. On his first visit to Sacramento, 


other industrial countries, they have been' 
suppressed in our country, declining from a 
high of 37 percent in the *50.s to 2 1 percent 
in 1980 and 14 percent currently. 

The American workplace is becoming a 
dictatorial setting where the employer tells 
the worker what he will work for - or cIh* - 
nthcr than a democratic setting in which the 
terms of employment arc negotiated, with 
the workers having some say in their des- 
tiny. 

What have been the results of this decline 
of unions in the United States? According to 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics, in 1 992 
American industrial workers had the highest 
mtc of productivity in the world, with the 
average German worker producing 79 per- 


ized nulioDs. ilic United States had the 
fourth most equal distribution in income, 
judging from the relative relationship of 
low-, middle- and upper-income groups, in 
1980. we were lOih most equal, By 1991. 
we were 22nd - last! 

Coupled to this decrease in real income 
for the majority of our families is the mamr- 
faciuring job loss during the last decade ol' 
"Free Market" policies. U.S.-based multina- 
tional corporations have .shifted much of 
their production to low-wagc countries like 
Mexico ami Thailand where.wages are one- 
tenth of U.S, standards, while prices to 
American consumers have continued to in- 
crease. 

The lo.st manufacturing jobs with decent 


wage, pension and health benefits liave been 
replaced with service sector jobs, most of 
which pay considerably lower wages and 
fewer, if any. benefits. 

So what our anti-union, free-markcl poli- 
cies have brought us are lower real incomes 
for average Ainerieans - lower laxiible in- 
come to support our government funelions, 
lower disposable income to keep our econo- 
-my going 

It .shouldn’t take a rocket seienti.si to fig- 
ure.ouLvvliy_wcJjavc a cluonkJjudgct , 
deficit and a recession that won’t end. ,Ls it 
any wonder that the American dream is be- 
coming a mirage for the majority of our citi- 
zens? 

The free-enterprise .system is the most dy- 
namic, creative economic system in the 
world. But in an unregulated .system, it leads 
to a system of the survival of die most tin- 
.scrupulous. the employer, which' is be.st at 
exploiting its workers, its competitors and 
its customers, will drive all others out of 
business. 

The "Free Market" thinking of the 1980s 
resulted in massive corporate takeovers, ac- 
quisitions and mergers, At this rate, a few 
large corporations wilt be the only employ- 
ers we have left. 

1 totally agree that we need to move to- 
ward more cooperttiivc labor-management 
relations. But unions are not part of the 
problem - liiey are part of the .solution!

Schundler 
sharply increased fool patrols during the eight 
niontlis between his first and second campaigns 
and was able to brag ofa 1 3 percent reduction 
in crime. But since he does not control the 
schools, he will focus on reducing the threat of 
crime which he calls Ihe biggest barrier to 
bringing in more jobs. 

Both these men arc comfortable talking in 
more co'ihpa.ssipnatc terms about social prob- 
lems than their image as hard-headed business- 
men first suggests. Tliey both seem personally 
burdened by the plight of their cities’ under- 
cla.ss. True, they .want to provide relief for local 
property-taxpayers: Schundler already luis bc- 

Republican rhetoric, both explicitly argue dial 
suburbanites will have to pay more of the costs 
that now fall on centcr-ciiy residents. Redi.stri- 
bution is not anadfCma to them. 

Partisan or not, they represent a welcome - 
and needed - new strain of Republican leader- 
ship. Tlic GOP has hud so little first-hand e.xpc- 
rienec with big-city government that never in 
20 years have Republican administrations had a

Uncle Sam in your pocket: 50 years of income-tax withholding 


Fifty years ago this Thuisday, Un- 
cle Sam stuck bis hand directly and 

pcnnancntly into the pockete and 

puma of vutuolly every American 
taxpayer. It changed America ftrever. 

ibe occasion was Uie start of the 
“pay-as-you-go” income-tax plan, 
which look e^ect on July 1, 1943. It 
gave the federal government the au- 
thority to collect its tax money up 
front by garnishing a part of every 
paycheck and pay envelope.

Technically, the new system was 
known as "payroll withholding,” It 
turned employers into govenunent tax 
collectors and mode them responsible 
for deducting up to 20 percent of ev- 
ery worker’s pay. The money then 
went directly to the Treasury Depart- 
menL With a few modillcations, it’s 
essentially the some system we have 
today. 

Pi^iously, Americans paid their 
income taxes in quarterly install- 
ments, much like those today who ille 
quarterly estimatcd-tax returns. The 
dilieteoce - and it was a big differ- 
ence - was that taxpayers then were 
always a year behind, paying 1940 
taxes in 1941, for example. 

Pay-as-you-go changed all that by 
putting taxpayers on a cunent-ycar. 
basis. In other words, the money paid 
to Treasury’s Bureau of Intcmal Rev- 
enue in 1943 was applied to the 1943 
tax debt, rather than 1 942. What hap- 
pened to 1942 taxes? More on that in 
a minute. 

The driving force behind the pay- 
as-you-go plan was Beardsley RumI, 
a 48-yeor-old self-proclaimed “idea 
man" with a back^und in philan- 
thropy, academidwd business. 

Ruml’s own taxable income came' 
from his job as treasurer of Macy’s. 

He also was chairman of the New 
Yori^Federal Reserve Bank. 
“Riurircomp^theidca-to Day-— 
lightSavingTime: Just os-cveryone 
moved their clocks ahead one hour to 
save electricity during wartime, he 
would simply set the tax clock ahead 
one year. But it wasn’t quite that sim- 
, pie. 

The stumbling block was those un- 
paid 1942 taxes due in 1943. Indeed,

count, Beardsley Ruinl, treasur- 
er of Macy’s, devised the pay- 
as-you-go plan os a result of his 
experiences with Macy's em- 
ployees.

pensions. Many Macy execu- 
tives faced a similar predica- 
ment when they were drafted

Calling income-tax debt “the 
meanest kind of debt there is,” 
RumI argued that the way out 
of this trap was to put workers' 
tax payments on a current basis. 
They would pay their taxes on 
present rather than post cam* . 
ings. ’■

taxpayers already had made two quar- 
terly payments on their 1942 (axes be- 
fore the pay-as-you-go plan for 1943 
taxes went into effect on July I . 

A solution 

Riunl's solution was to forgive the 
1942 taxes and apply those two pay- 
ments to the 1 943 taxes. Not surpris- 
ingly, the Treasury Department 
balked, claiming such outright tax re- 
lief would wipe out aSlO billion fed- 
eral “asset.” Treasury also stressed the 
fairness issue, arguing that tax for- 
giveness would provide a windfall to 
individuals whose incomes had soared 
in 1942 05 the nation geared up to 
fight World War II. 

RumI and his supporters in 
Congress (the "Rumlites”) contended 
that the switchover was simply a 
bookkeeping cxcrcise.-Althou^ the— 
govomment-wouldforgivc the-1942 — 
tax debts, it would collect 1943 taxes 
a year earlier and money would con- 
tinue to fiow uninterrupted into Trea- 
sury coffers. Unlike Daylight Saving 
Time, the tax clock would never be 
turned back. 

“The Treasury would get the same 


' income right up until the end of the 
world,” one Rumlite'told Business 
_Wcek._^Comc the Day of Judgment 
and it would take on awful loss, but 
on the Day of Judgment the Treasury 
— is^ing-to-bave-stMnuch more to an — 
swer for that it won't even think about 
taxes.” 

When Congress convened in Jan- 
uary 1943, the RumI plan was its top 
priority. To many, pay-as-you-go 
seemed the only answer, given the in- 
creasingly pervasive nature of the in- 
come tax and its administrative load. 

•• Some-lOmillion-pcoplcwcreschcd-. 
uled to be added to the tak rolls in 
1 943 alone, pushing the total to more 
than 40 million. That was more than 
1 0 times the pre-war total, when only 
the well-to-do paid on income tax. 

Public support for the idea had been 
building st^ily since the previous 
summer when RumI first unveiled it at 
a Senate hearing. The Washington 
Post noted that the Rural plan hod “at- 
tained the dimensions of a popular 
movement” and never failed to evoke 
applause from movie audiences when 
the subject was mentioned in news- 
reels. 

Still, getting legislation through the 
House of Representatives proved a 
difficult task. Republican members 
embraced the RumI plan os their own, 
which tended to polarize the issue for 
Democrats. 

Finally, after four months of bitter 
wrangling, the House passed a com- 
promise bill os much to clear its cal- ' - 
endar as anything else. Business 
Week observed Aat the weary House 
leaders were ready to sign off on any 
kind of bill “so they can leave this 
baby on the Senate’s doorstep, ring 
the bell, and run.” 

In sharp contrast, the Senate needed 
only one week to resolve the issue, 
voting 49-30 in favor of the Rural 
plan. A House-Senate conference then 
worked out the dirTcrenccs and the fi- 
nal legislation was signed by Presi- 

— dcnt-Rooscvelt on Juno9. 

— On the critical issue offoigivingl^ — 
1942 taxes, Congress had compro- 
mised and produced what became 
known as the pay-as-you-comc-and- 
go plan. Taxpayers in the lowest 
brackets escaped payment of all 1942 
taxes. But the rest were liable for 25 
percent of cither their 1942 or 1943 


tax bill, whichever was smaller. They 
would pay half in 1944 and the other 
ha](.in 1945, meaning it would be two 
years before they were out of debt to 
the Treasury. 

Avalanche of paper

pay-as-you-go may well have prevent- 
ed a future taxpayers' revolt, given 
the government's increasing reliance 
on the income tax os a source of rev- 
enue.

Beware: Wild animals carry rabies

TWIN FALLS - Beware of cute 
baby skunks ahd hissing bats when 
_setting up camp^ in the Idaho 
• wirdcrri'cssihis'summe'f. .. 

Wild animals can carry diseases. 

A Rupert couple found a rabid 
bat on its porch June 12, said 
Chcrylc Becker, nurse epidemiolo- 
gist for the South Central District 
Health Department. 

It was the second rabid animal 
found in Idaho this year. The first 
was also a bat, in Bannock County. 

"We don’t have a wave of rabid 
animals moving across the state," 
Becker said. 

But Idaho consistently has had 
coses of animal rabies, mostly with 
bats, but also with an occasional 
skunk, she said. 

And a Twin Falls child was re-

cchlly bitten by a baby skunk, she 

said. 

Although the last cose of human 
rabies in Idaho was about 13 years 
ago, and there have been no cases 
of human rabies in the United 
State this year, it is largely because 
doctors arc extremely cautious in 
dealing with wild animal bites and 
they administer drugs before bites 
can develop into rabies, Becker 
suid. 

In 1980, a Boise woman got ra- 
bies after receiving a cornea trans- 
plant, she said. Doctors later found 
that the donor, an Oregon man, 
had died of rabies, she said. 

In the summer, animals are mov- 
ing around more than they do in 


the winter, and people arc camp- 
ing, so the chances of humans and 
animals meeting arc greater, Beck- 
er said. 

"Don’t handle those creatures,” 
Becker said. "That’s what they are 
- is wild animals.” ' ! ! ‘ ' 

She said the classic phone call 
she gets is from someone who 
says. “Well, I tried to pick it up 
and it bit me.” 

She suid pet-owners - particular- 
ly those who live in the country- 
side - should have their animals 
vaccinated. 

If an animal bites someone, the 
health dcparimcni and doctors will 
investigate the circumstances of 
the bite to see if rabies is a risk. 

Animals attacking without 
provocation and animals foaming 
at the mouth may have rabies, she 
said.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Con- 
servations say a provision in a re- 
cent Utah Supreme Court ruling 
could force reconsideration of a 
controversial land sale needed to 
complete paving of the Burr Trail. 

Tlic ruling stemmed from one of 
ihc-biggcsl environmental batllc.s of 
the l9HUs and had the slate selling 
land it owned inside the boundaries 
of Capitol Reef National Park to 
GaiTicId County, whicit spearheatled 
the paving project. 

Tlie sale went through, but was 
challenged by the National Parks 
and Corcservation Association, caus- 
ing construction to await a selll- 
ment. Anomeys for NPCA said the 
Utah Board of State Lands and 
Forestry broke tlic rules when it .sold 
the property. 

The Utah Supreme Court resolved 
the case this week, upholding all but 
one aspect of the sale. That one as- 
pect. however, may l)C enough for 
•force another look at the entire sale. 


The justices were skeptical that 
the stale received a fair deal on the 
land because Garfield County was 
allowed to solicit appraisals before 
the purchase, 

"An appraisal submitted by a par- 
ly intending to purchase a trust :isset 
is suspect on its face .., because the 
buyer has the opportunity to shop 
for favorable appraisals.” said the 
ju.slices in their 26-page ruling. 

They sent the sale back to the 
land board for reconsideration of 
whether the state received "full val- 
ue” for the parcel. 

Terri Martin, NPCA's Rocky 
Mountain representative, contends ir 
did not. 

She said the state would be better 
off financially if the land was in- 
cluded in a land-trade bill approved 
Friday by the Lj.S. Senate in which 
Utah traded so-c:illed state "in-hold- 
ings” for other federal properly. 

"Tltc state would receive S51X) to 
51,000 an acraundcr that bill." Mar- 


tin;*iaid. "Garfield County paid only 
5156 an acre." 

Tlie Burr Trail is a din road that 
winds from Boulder, Garfield Coun- 
ty. to Bullfrog Marina on Lake 
Powell. Garfield County commis- 
sioners have tried for years to pave 
and widen the road to attract more 
tourists. Environmentalists have 
sued repeatedly to slop the project, 
claiming an improved road would 
destroy the primitive feel of the 

At the height of this legal battle. 
Garfield County announced its in- 
tent to purchase a 640-acrc parcel of 
slate-owned land in Capitol Reef 
National Park which is crossed by 
the trail. County officials reasoned 
that if they paved a road across thi.s 
land, then it would be easier to con- 
vince the National Park Service to 
let them pave adjacent park lands. 

Garfield County negotiated 
trade in .which the state received 
other lands valued at $98,000. .

However. Hamilton thinks the pro- 
posal will be dcirimcniai to his bank, 
other businesses and consumers. He 
said that if the proposal is implement- 
ed. it could make it difficult for 
bankers to cany out ilwir work for fear 
that some of their activities might be 
viewed O.S unlawful. 

"Wc do a lot of things as wc need 
them." Hamilton said. "Wc design 
some of our own papers to fit the oc- 
casion of the time ... (the proposal) 
kind of creates a gray area. You don’t 
know whether you're legal." 

Pat Collins, attorney for the Idaho 
Bankers As.sociuiion praised what the 
ISB is attempting to do. but thinks it 


may be going too far. 

"We are concerned (hat the rules 
have some overreaching effects on 
banks and the w;iy they do business," 
Collins .said. 

As an example. Collins said llie pro- 
posed rules could make it illegal for a 
banker, who was processing a client's 
loiin application, to check up on a bud 
credit ruling to see if the niling wasn’t 
the result of some kind of error. 

Grober Iwlieves some concerns of 
Imsincss and their lawyers may lx un- 
founded.

Though he has always been inter- 
ested in things historical. Conley ad- 
mitted that his fascination with Idaho 
Rivers was born mostly of pride. 
Wlicn he found there were other, lo- 
cal guides belter able to navigate hi.s 
beloved Salmon and Snake, he decid- 
ed to best them in something otltcr 
than shooting rapids and setting up 
camp. 

“1 sort of compensated for my lack 
of river skills in comparison to some 
of the guys who had been running 
ten years longer than J had by trying 
to Ik able to answer people's ques- 
tions.” Conley said. "I started collect- 
ing river materials and became inter- 
ested in river history and where com- 
mercial river running-came from; the 
voyagers, the great Indian paddlers. I 
began to sec my job as one that came 
-out of llrehislory-of-lhe area.:: 

One of the early voyagers Conley 
read about was Amos Burg, on Ore- 
gonian who had explored mosl-of 
North America's wildest rivers, not 
to mention most of the Seven Seas, 
during the first decades of the 20th 
century. 

Conley and Burg, through corre- 
spondence and "hours and hours” of 
private intervicw.s. became fast 
friends, and Burg eventually entrust- 
ed Conley with dozens of rare pho- 
tographs of his 1925 source-to-mbulh 
canoe trip down the Snake River 
from- Yellowstone to the Pacific 
Ocean. It is this unique collection of 
photographs that serves os the foun- 
dation for Conley's film scries. 

•*1 know of no one who pursued 
Ufc^wiiK as iriuch"vigdr ns' Amos 
Burg," Conley said of the adventurer, 
who died in 1986 at the age of 85. "I 
know of no one who accomplished as 
much as he did." 

Conley's presentation also features 
films of two other notable Idaho river

explorers. They include the 1939 
Snake River trip of Edith Clegg, a 
wealthy eccentric from Vancouver. 
Wa.. who commissioned two wood- 
en boats and u crew to take her from 
tlie mouth of the Columbia River to 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 

And. also the 1946 Ncvills expedi- 
tion down the Salmon River. In addi- 
tion to film and narration, Conley has 
arranged for the remaining original 
Clegg boat to be on display^ during 
the .series. 

Conley conceived the idea of a riv- 
er runner’s road show after he 
learned that the museum in his adopt- 
ed hometown of Cambridge needed a 
S20.(XX) remodeling job, Conley vol- 
unteered his films and his erudition 
to the cause, 

Conley’s film collection is an envi- 
able one for Idaho river buffs. 

He spent several years tracking 
down the original film, shot by Port- 
land newsreel photographer Jesse 
Sills, of four previously unknown 
men navigating the swollen, free- 
fiowing Salmon River in 1926. 

N ewspaper clipp i ngs, church 

records, funeral guest lisl.rahd hours 
of rescorch led Conlcv to the home of 


one of the river runner's daughters. 

. "I sat on the floor of her house and 
read the lost diary of the trip, nil 
handwritten." Conley said. "And out 
in the garage, I found this inink with 
negatives and photographs of this trip 
- rolls and rolls of film that were 
crystallized. 

"Obviously, they couldn't be 
opened, but 1 found some papers in 
there from 1927 that indicated this 
man owed 5300 to Jesse Sills in Port- 
land. Jesse Sills made newsreels in 
Oregon for more than 50 years. I 
went down to Portland to the Oregon 
Historical Society and asked them if 
they had film of four men in a couple 
of canoes going down a river." 

Conley found the footage he was 
looking for and hopes to show the 
film at u later date. 

Meanwhile, between tours of the 
state with his film scries, Conley has 
been working on a book about Ida- 
ho's recluses and hermits, which is 
slated for release in October. 

“This is still a very young state," 
Conley said. " It's the least well 
known of the Rocky Mountain states, 
i He nvcrs'arinhereasonT'camc henrr 
and there is so much yet to learn.”

Sickness that decays saguaro 
cacti puzzles scientists 


SAGUARO NATIONAL MON-

Sonic scientists say the sUitely 
cacti are in poor health k-cause of 
faciors ranging from cop|wr-sinelt- 
ing pollution to depletion of liie 
o/onc layer. 

Others are less alarmed by the 
brown decay known as hacierial 
necrosis and believe that the decline 
of the saguaro has simpler explana- 
tions. like freezing lempeniiures or 
the cutting of trees that shelter 
young sagtiaros. 

'i'iic tug-of-war betweeti re- 
searcliers has left more questiotis 
than answers about man's effect on 
the cactus. It also has deepened the 
mystery surTnunding the .sentinel of 
the desert.

T'he Tohono O'odlmm Iiuliaiis 
still harvest the cacti's red fruit. 
They knock the fruit from ilic lips 
of the arms with long staves fash- 
ioned from the ribs of dead 
suguaros; then they ferment the 
Juice into n ceremonial wine. 

The cacius is often portrayed as 


invincible. In I9X.1, a prinksicr who 
peppered a 24-foot saguaro with 
shotguti blasts was crushed to death 
when the desert giant toppled on 
him. 

Despite its awesome size, the 
plant is more fragile than its folk- 
lore. 

A 2-ycar-old plant may Ik only 
onc-(|it;tncf of an inch in diameter, 
and a d-ycar-oUl plant »)ii avenge is 
about six inches in height. It ukes 
7.^ years to grow its first ann. 

Ilic saguaro as a youngster needs 
a sheltering "nurse plant" to grow 
under. As an adult, it's still siiscep- 
lihle to freezes and overheatitig. 


Alliance claims support; human 
rights panel fears hate crimes 


Congressman wants president to return 
to Northwest to defend his timber policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. Pc- 
ter DcFazio has called on Pre.sideni 
Clinton to rctuni to Oregon to defend 
his pending forest policy and make- 
good on his goal of having nn net loss 
of jobs in the region. 

T'he Oregon benuKrai sent a letter 
to Clinton on Friday saying a compre- 
hensive economic package is critical 
to the success of any forest proposal. 

DcFa/.io said tlic administration is 
bungling the Northwest forest crisis 
politically by not making a strong 
enough case for its logging cutbacks 
and accompanying jobs package. 

"1 would .say the political handling 
leaves an extraordinary amount to be 
desired." he said, emphasizing iiis crit- 
icism is directed at Clinton's under- 
lings, not the president himself. 

For example. DcFazio said, govern- 
■“menrscicntistJriold-Ctingrrs’rin-i991- 
ihal potential timber harvests on na- 
tional forests in the region had been 
exaggerated by about 15 percent;

"'nial i.s one of the surprises that has 
been dropped on us," DcFazio said. 
"If the available timber has been great- 
ly exaggerated by the past administra- 
tions. by the Forest Service, then this 
adniinisinition certainly has not made 
that case. ... 

"So they are going to take tjie blame 
for .something that has l>eeth manipu- 
lated by past administrations." he said.

Antb-Muslim feelings sweep N.J. town

JERSEY CITY. N.J. — The an- 
gry white man marched up and 
down the sidewalk of Sheik Omar 
'Abdcl-Rnhman's apartment, his fist 
clinched, his white T-.shirt stained in 
-sweat. “They ought to send tlic 
whole bunch of them back,” he 
yelled. 

;• A short walk away, outside the 
storefront Masaid Al-Salam mosque 
here, a crowd of 50 Jersey City 
shoppers was massed in equal 
anger, demanding that the sheik and 
his followers abandon their Friday 
^emoon prayers and leave this old 
working-class community, 

Police arrived ns the services end- 
ed, with ofliccrs attempting to dis- 
perse the crowd even as Muslims 
and onlookers pushed and shoved 
their way around. 


At one point, a Hudson County 
bus drove by, its occupants yelling 
“Death to the sheik!" When one 
mosque member protested that even 
Joseph Buttafuoco got better treat- 
ment, a delivery man shot back, 
“Yeah, but Joey Buttafuoco didn’t 
blow up the World Trade Center." 
They were referring to the celebrat- 
ed cose of a New York man whose 
wife was shot by his teen-age lover: 

Anti-Muslim fervor in this multi- 
cultural city is running high, a clear 
sign of the growing frustrations 
among Americans as international 
terrorism seems to have reached 
U.S. shores. 

In the last four months. FBI 
agents and police have rounded up 
and arrested a dozen Muslim immj- 
grants — many of them linked To- 
thc sheik, a blind “Holy War 
prophet" who preaches militant fun- 


damentalism, urges the overthrow of 
the Hosni Mubarak government in 
Egypt and whose immigration-status 
in Uiis epuntry is under review. 

Several of the group arc now 
awaiting trial in the trade center 
bombing la.sl February that lef\ six 
dead and more than 1,000 injured. 
Several others arrested in raids early 
Thursday arc charged witli conspir- 
ing to plant bombs in the United Na- 
tions and the Lincoln and Holland 
tunnels, as well os plotting the mur- 
ders of political leaders. 

Jersey City police arc wary of the 
heightened tensions surrounding the 
bearded prophet and his group. 
Tempers remained relatively calm 
aRcr the trade center incident except 
for when someone tossed rocks at 
the mosque, breaking two upstairs 
windows. 

But now they expect a lot more 


than isolated frustralions-will be 
aimed at the religious sect. 

This town of_280,000 is home to 
about 12,000 Muslims — many of 
whom settled here after reaching 
New York. They work primarily as 
cabbies and delivery truck drivers, 
police said, and for the most port arc 
no more trouble than the rest of the 
citizenry. 

After the trade center incident, the 
Muslims held rallies around the 
mosque to demonstrate that not all 
of their people are evil. And since 
the new arrests on Thursday, the Is- 
lamic Public Affairs Council'herc 
issued a statement further distancing 
themselves from those token to jail. 

"We hope this incident is not used 
as an excuse for Islam or Muslim 
bashing," it said, “or that it docs not 
initiate a witch hunt by law enforce- 
ment agracics."

Get a jump on accidents 

Increasing number of trampolines 
poses upexpected backyard hazards

Innocent-looking fireworks can kill 


During a family reunion in Kentucky, 
fireworks robbed 3-year-old Michael 
Shannon of his chance to see liie world, 
reported the National Society to Prevent 
Blindness. 

Michael was standing with his father 
when an aerial rocket soared toward 
them. Tlie device ripped through the back 
of Michael's head, creating an open skull 
fracture and burning the area of his brain 
that controls the eye muscles. Before the 
chill) lapsed into unconsciousnc.ss, he 


cried, “My eyes! I can’t open my eyes.” 

Michael died the next day. 

Often regarded as harmless, fireworks 
can cause serious mutilation, bums, blind- 
ness or even death to bystanders or users. 
More than half of the 12,000 fireworks 
injuries that occur each year impact chil- 
dren. 

Even sparklers injure more than 800 
preschoolers annually and arc common 
causes of corneal bums and bums to the 
h;ind.s and fingers. 

Some slates ban almost all fireworks. 
Others have extensive restrictions on 


types. Idaho is not among the 19 states 
with rigid bans. 

In Twin Falls County, people are not 
allowed to “possess, keep, store or use" 
what are defined as “dangerous fire- 
work.s" without a public display perrnil. 
Dangerous fireworks include cherry 
bombs, skyrockets, Roman candles, 
snakes and firecrackers, among other 
types. 

The National SAFE KIDS Campaign 
encourages families to attend olTiciul fire- 
works celebrations in their communities - 
like the July 4 display on the College of 


Southern Idaho campus. 

Other guidelines sic os follows; 

• Never give fireworks to a small 
child. 

• Always iiavc an adult present. 

• Read labels and follow directions. 

• Never use fireworks indoors. 

• Never aim fireworks at another per- 
son. 

• Never carry fireworks in your pocket. 

• Never re-igniie a firework that has 
failed to go off. 

• Have water handy - esp'ecially if 
children are using sparklers.

RUPERT — When Phil Bare started 
smoking during World War 11, you'd have 
been hard pressed to find on adult whose 
shirt pocket or handbag didn't contain a 
puck of Chcsturficld.s or Camels. 

“It wtu just something most people did 
back then," the 77-ycar Rupert real estate 
agent said. “Now if you smoke you feel 
completely discriminated against." 

One-fourth of the adults in America still 
smoke, down from 60 percent when Bare 
lighted his first cigarette. Estimates of the 
number of adult Idahoans who still smoke 
ore harder to come by because no one has 
’ done a formal survey. Anti-smoking groups 
think about one in five adult Idahoans is a . 
—smoker. - 

“I understand that cigarettes ore bad for 
your health and I'don’t think people who 
don't smoke should be subjected to the 
smoke,” said Carla Davis of Jerome, a 29- 
ycar-old fish hatchery worker who smokes 
about a half pack a day. "But I think it’s 
gone too far." 

Magic Valley smokers, some of whom 
started puffing away two generations ago.

vuniu, told Knighi-Riddcr Newspupens. 
“Five years ago, most companies allowed 
smoking everywhere. Now about half still 
allow smoking everywhere. Thai's primari- 
ly in companies with lcs.s than 50 employ- 
ees." 

That’s been happening, gradually, ever 
since the 1963 surgeon general’s report that 
classified tobacco as a potent carcinogen for 
smokers, but the proce.ss was greatly ucccl- 
cralcd earlier tliis year after the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency classified 
secondhand smoke as a powerful cancer- 
causing agent, more dangerous than radon. 

The EPA said secondhand smoke caused 
3,000 cases of cancer a year nationally in 
non-smokers. 

According to the American Hc.art A.ssoci- 
ation, smokers have a higher absenteeism 
rate; require more hcallli care, and spend 8 
percent of the workday — 38 minutes, in an 
8-liour day — .smoking.

Q. When my wife and I divorced, we were both 
worloDg and I was required to pay guidelines child 
support A couple of years ago. she was involved 
in an accident that leB her disabled. As a result she 
receives Social Security disability payments and 
bur three children also receive Sockl Security ben- 
efits. I feel that 1 should be able to reduce my sup- 
port paym^ by the amount Social Security pays 
the Uds. Since I read your col umn cYay.we^ and', 
feel that you give good .information, I want^ your ’ 
opinion twfoie I pay a lawyer to help me. 

A, Although, what you read in this column is 
never a substitute for legal advice biLscd on the law 
of .the .state where you live, fcomqur research, wc 
think you .shouldn't withdraw the suppbrt. Since 
Social Security beriefits fer tile children,' pndcr 
these circumstances uir subMiiutc.v fpr the income 
your former wife lost due to her disability, there is 
no legitimate reu.son for you to be- allowed to re- 
duce your payments.

England - American 
Todd Martin, usually as composed as a 
professor with KTs" fliifTy brown beard and 
quiet demeanor, let loose a primal scream 
Saturday that shattered the sleepy silence 
of Wimbledon. 

Just when it seemed thai nearlj; all the 
big names would march jauntily and 
tediously into the second week, Martin's 
' howl punctuated a 2*6, 7-6 (7-3), 6-7 (7-4), 
7-5. 6-0 upset of last year’s runner-up, 
Goran Ivanisevic. 

It came after two improbable winners: a 
scooping backhand lob over the towering 
Ivanisevic, and a lunging clunker off the 
frame that spun crosscourt as i£ in slow 
motion before touching down inches from 
the sideline. 

Those two shots broke Ivanisevic's 
service for the second time in the final set, 
gave the unseeded Martin a 4-0 lead and 
demoralized the No. 5 seed. 

"That was probably as loud as anybody 
gets," said Martin, 22, a former All- 
American at Northwestern who is tall and 
lanky like a young Abe Lincoln from 
Illinois. 


"1 had to take some extra time, actually, 
after that point to regain my composure 
because 1 got just loo much adrenaline 
pumpingatonce." . . 

Martin, playing in only his second 
Wimbledon, settled down to hold serve at 
love with the help of his 16th acc, then 
watched Ivanisevic double-fault for the 
15th time to lose the match, 

Ivanisevic, who had 34 aces in his 
previous mutch but "only" 23 this time, 
stormed away and was fined 52,000 for 
spuming the post-match interview. He lost 
another SSOO for throwing his racket and 
cracking it during the match. ' 

Martin's victory was “certainly his 
biggest moment in tennis," said his coach, 
Tom Gullikson. A pro since 1990, Martin 
won his first tournament last month at 
Coral Springs, Fla., but even that doesn't 
measure up to this achievement. 

"To beat a (defending) finalist at a 
prestigious event like Wimbledon, after 
being down a few times in the match, 
shows character, fighting spirit and a 
greater self-belief," Gullikson said. 

Martin was in a similar position to win 
against Pete Sampras at the U.S. Open last 
summer, "but he didn’t believe in himself,” 


Gullikson said. “This just proves how 
much progress Todd's made since then," 
That loss to Sampras, after serving with a 
2-0 lead in the fifth set, was on Martin's 
mind Saturday. 

"I got to my ad and I forced a point and 
didn’t do what 1 should have." he said. 
‘Tve replayed that point a few limes in my 
head. It was a very good experience for me 
because I played a good game there today. 
That third game was the biggest key. 

"Then in the fourth game 1 knew if I got 
one more break l)c might loosen up a bit 
mentally.” ^ 

At 30-30 in the fourth game, Ivanisevic 
followed up his serve with a half-volley 
that sat up for Martin, who hod plenty of 
time to think about what to do. With 
Ivanisevic standing in the middle of the 
court, Martin could nave driven a backhand 


to either side and risked a volley by 
Ivanisevic. Instead, Martin flicked a lob 
that the 6-foot-4 Ivanisevic couldn't touch 
and could scarcely believe.

The two-day event draws players 
of all ages and abilities. Recreational 
teams of office workers who 
squeeze in practice over lunch hours 
play on temporary street courts 
down the block from slam-dunking 
stars who'vc shone in college and 
semi-professional play. 

Randy Smith falls in the latter cat- 
cgoiy. The former All-America from 
Whitworth College and three team- 
mates with collegiate experience fin- 
ished second in the open division 
last year and first the year before. 

Smith is keeping on eye on top 
teams from Seattle and elsewhere 
that ore expected to enter for the fust 
time. But he doesn't want competi- 
tion to get in the way of fim. 

“You have thousands on the 
streets, and it gets you motivated,” 
Smith said. “A lot of people know 
my face, and they root you on.’’ 

Nine-year-old Adam Jackson and 
three teammates from Spokane’s 
Hamblin Elementary School have 
been practicing in hopes of earning a 
top p^ing in Hoopfest’s youth divi- 
sion. He ^0 appreciates the attrac- 
tions that draw thousands of specta- 
tors and has turned the event into 
more than just a sports happening. 

“I just like all the people watching 
me and like listening to the music 
while I’m playing," he said. "And 
the food.’’ 

Spokane used a similar formula to

a gathering of a few runners in 1977 
into a road race that drew about 
56,000 runners, joggers and walkers 
in its 17th edition last month. 

The city also draws hundreds of 
players and thousands ofpanici- 
ponts for the state high school boys 
and girls Class B basketball tourna- 
ment coch year in March. 

Hoopfest organizers cite 
Spokane's sports-minded character 
as a reason for the tournament’s 
growth from 512 four-person teams 
Sic first year to 2,300 this year. 

In addition, at least ISO teams are 
expected for the event’s new “Mid- 
night Hoops," a separate competi- 
'tion for those whose love of basket- 
ball transcends the need for sleep. 
The 3-on-3 event begins late Satur- 
day night and finishes in the wee 
hours Sunday. 

"Spokane is a participatory sports 
community," said Rick Steltenpohl, 
the tournament's executive director. 
“People here are real active ... So we 
weren’t surprised it took off like it 
did.

Both sides dislike NFL free agency 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Super agent Leigh Stein- 
berg and Dallas Cowboys owner Jerry Jones disagrM on 
many things. 

They agree on one thing, however — the new free 
agency system in the NFL is not good. 

“It created a class system in fooiball," Steinberg told 
the Associated Press Spons Editors meeting Saturday. 
*Tt divided ployera into the almost free, the somewhat 
fnc and the totally unfree." 

"1 think it is far from an ideal situation and one that 
will have some negative effects for both the players and 
the teams,” Jones said. 

Steinberg foresees the possibility of a league rife with 
resentment as superstars collect mega salaries while 
journeymen players labor beside them for far less; teams 
composed of very young players as clubs dump older 
team members and (heir salaries; and a whole new era 
of negotiations where agents and management craft 
niches for certain players. 


"The change in negotiation because of free agency is 
enormous," Steinberg said. “We’ve had to do every- 
thing from learning a whole new nomenclature to a 
whole new set of r^es and regulations. To understand 
negotiation tow you have to master a team’s payroll 
and understand how a contract could be accommodated 
amid all the others.’* 

Jones agrees that the career of the professional foot- 
ball player could be curtailed because of free ogency. 
He pointed out that keeping older players on big salaries 
just wouldn't be cost eftective. 

"I think unquestionably the salary cap will cause you 
to address the theory that a 12- to IS-yeor player is a 
very expendable player,” Jones said. 

Not just because of the taw of diminishing rentm on 
the salary of an older player, but also because older 
players take longer to recover from iiuuries and paying 
players who can’t go into the gome doesn’t moke sense, 
Jones said.

NBV YORK — The idea of a t,ax 
inercasc luis been aeecplcd by so many 
individuals, legisluiors, economists, 
business people ami others that a 
.signiricant, critical ciiicstion has almost 
faded into oblivion. 

It is: WliyV Why does the country 
need n tax incrciisu? 

The response offered most often is 
the political cateh*ail “in order to 
correct ilte budget deficit followed by 
the equally automatic defense that, “we 
need to get the economy moving 
again." 



■ Sincc'docunicntatiotris“CXtcn?rive - 
showing tax increases have seldom if 
ever reduced budget deficits, especially 
in the past 30 years, and since it can be 
proven that tax increases slow 
economic growth, such answers are- 
suspect. 

Another category of responses may 
be closer to the answer, one led by the 
explanation that the president says it is 
necessary, wants it badly and must gel 
.his way, at.lea.st in part. Tlie rationale i;^ 
“we canT deny him entirely."" ' 

Various other defenses are offered 
with diminishing effectiveness, the 
least credible being, that inielligcni 
pcople.-sueh tis legislators and Cabinet 
officials, say the economy needs a 
boost, ami they can hardly be wrong. 

Whatever the explanation, a sense of 
inevitability now seems to be a factor in 
thinking. Momentum builds and 
sweeps aside rational questions and 
contrary evidence, such as those offered, 
by Daniel Mitchell of the Heritage 
Foundation, a conservative think lank. 

1. Higher taxes punish productive 
eeunomic activity, High taxes depress 
incentives to work, save and invest. 
Documentation of these assertions is 
substantial. 

2. Higher tax rales tend to mean 
lower lax revenues. People look for 
ways to shelter their income froiit taxes.

Annual rite of summer: Finding day care for the kids

'NliW YORK — For millions of 
yoiingslcfs. the end of the scliool year means 
more time for baseball. swim|ning, mull 
hopping or lazin’ around the neighborhood, 
No tests, No homework, Few cares, 

But for tlieir working parents, it may mean 
more cxpen.sive, haphazard child-care 
amingaiicms. a few missed days on the job 
and a dropoff in productivity as they fret 
about where the kids are during what used to 
he school hours. 

"Each year, parents scramble when it’s 
lime to make summer arrangemenis," said 
Denise Nelson, community coordinator for 
■ the Wa.4iingion-bascd National Association 
of Cliild Care Resource & Referral 
Ageneie.s. 

" They feel faistralcd by a lack of options 
... and the cost of care when a child lcave.s 
school, They may have only been paying for 
10 to 20 hours a week and now they’re 
paying for 40-plus hours." 

— The”cconomlc'!mp!icrcan-bc-sipificanr~ 
for many of the nation's 13.7 million dual- 
income households with children. Child-care 
expenses already cat an avenige 10 percent 
of annual income — right behind food, taxes 
and housing. The cost is considerably more 
for those earning under S15.000 a year — 
aboiil 25 percent — though far less for those 
making more than S50.000 — about 6 
percent. ' 

While circumstances vaiy. the most recent 
Census Bureau study, conducted in 1986. 
’found'ihui parents ofschool-age children 
spent roughly 22 percent more, for child care 
in the summer months compared with liie 
rest of the year. 

To help offset costs, the federal 
govonmient offers, among other tilings, lax- 
reducing dependent care credits of as much 
as $720 per child and $1,440 for two or 
more children under age 13, Some 
employer^) also offer dependent care 
assistance accounts that let you use up to 
$5,000 pretax to pay for eiiild care. 

But not all families exploit the lux break 
since they must provide their caregiver’s 
Social Security number or taxpayer 
identificiaton number. Many caregivers want 
to be paid “olT the books.” in cash, so iliey 
can avoid taxes. 

“1 tliink we need lo talk about a new 
system of incentives to bring parents to the 
above-ground child-care system." said 
Nelson. "We need lo develop ... a value for 
quality child care.” 

"Oualily child care is expensive," said 
Barbara Reisman, executive director of 
Child Care Action Campaign, based in New 
York, "... But we’ll pay an even higlier price 



for ilie cost of negleel. Our future work force 
will he less competitive with other 
countries." 

With an eye lo the future, more companies 
iiiive been reaching out lo employees by 
providing family-friendly henefils. 

About three-quarters, of 1.026 large 
companies recently surveyed by Hewitt 
Assoeiates, a benefits eonsiilling linn in 
Lincolnshire. III., said tiiey provided some 
form of dependeni-earc henefils to 
employees. They range from referral 
services to child-care centers at the work 
place. 

"It’s a standard thing with large 


eonipaiiies. (But) it's still a small percentage 
of employers wiio iiave responded." said 
Dana Friedman, co-president of llie Families 
and Work Institute, a non-profit research 
group in New York.

• Get referrals. Many com- 
munities offer free referral services 
that provide lists of at-home care- 
givers or day-care centers. The 
Child Care Aware campaign's toll- 
free national information line (1- 
600-424-2246} can put you in touch 
with local resource and referral 
counselors. 

• Ask neighbors, town officials. 
Many groups like the YMCA and 
town recreation departments offer 
affordable programs. The Child 
Care Aware campaign suggests 
enrolling your children in the same 
summer program or camp as their 
best friends, and enrolling children 
older than 12 in leadership or 
counselor trainee programs. 

• Get employer assistance. Most 
large companies offer child-care 
benefits that can include referral 
services, subsidized on-site or 
near-site centers and summer 
camps.

Mortgage rates 
hit 21-year low 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Interest rates on 30-ycnr, fixed- 
rale moogages fell to a 2I-ycar 
low of 7.34 percent this week, 
pulled down the fading of inflation 
— fears-on-financial markets. 

The latest mortgage-rate 
average, down from 7.38 percent 
the week before, was the lowest 
since the week ended May 5, 
1972. the Federal Home Loan - 
Mortgage Corp. said last week. 

Rates had previously hit a low 
of 7.38 percent in late April but 
spiked up to 7.52 percent by late 
May after the release of 
government reports showing more 
- inflation than expected. 

However, in mid-June the Labor 
Department said its Consumer 
Price Index rose just 0,1 percent in 
May. 

That caused many economists to 
dismiss the earlier price increases 
as transitory.

The frozen foods division is recovering from a difficult year in 1992, 
but showed higher quality of earnings the past quarter, the company 
reported. 

Overall, however, revenue in the frozen foods division dropped from 
$76,573,000 in the second quarter of 1992 to $64,628,000 in the second 
quartcroffiscal,1993,thccompanyrcportcd. . , , . 

The company’s total earnings for the second fiscal quarter this year 
totaled $2 1 6,663,000, according to the report. 

Idaho housing turnover outpaces U.S. 

CHICAGO - The average U.S. homeowner keeps their home for 13.4 
years; but Idaho’s average was 10.2 years in a 1992 survey, according to 
a Chicago title insurance company. 

Housing turnover means more people arc buying homes and this 
reflects a strong statewide economy, according to Chicago Title and 
Trust Family of Title Insurers. 

The company groups Idaho into the intermountain region, which 
leads the countiy in housing turnover. 

Nationally, housing turnover averaged 13.4 years in 1992, down from 
14.3 in 1991, the company reported. Lower interest rotes primarily were 
responsible for the increased turnover. 

States reporting the fastest housing turnover in 1992 were Nevada, at 
eight years, Arizona, at 9.1 years, and North Carolina, at 9.3 years. 

Idaho’s average length of home turnover dropped front 13.9 years in 
1980 to 11.9 years in 1990. In 1991, housing turnover fell to 11.3 years.

Aristide, the country’s first demo- 
cratically elected president, has in- 
sisted' that a dale be set for his 
ijuick return, and that Cedras and 
other lop officers, including the 
powerful police chief. Col, Joseph 
Michel Francois, agree to resign. 

Aristide was ousted by a niili- 
laiy coup in .September HJyi. 

An activist Roman Catholic 
priest, he remains wildly popular 
among Haiti's poor majority. Uut 
he is ilespised by the army and a 
conservative elite, who fear his re-

ANC weighs ways to deal with extremists 


JOHANNESBURG. South Africa 
(AP) — The white government and 
the African National Congress, tan- 
lulizingly dose to agreements on 
ending apartheid, now face a new 
crisis over how to handle white ex- 
tremists, 


ANC President Nelson Mandela 
has demanded the arrests of white 
supremacists who commandeered a 
conference center Friday where 26 
political parties were negotiating 
the end of white minority rule. 

But President F.W. de Klerk's 
government is moving cautiously in 
hopes that the incident does not un- 
dermine .the talks or unleash a new 
wave of political violence. 

Members of the neo-Nazi 
Afrikaticr Resistance Movement 
drove an armored vehicle through a 


plate-glass window at the confer- 
ence hall, then occupied the center 
for more than two hours. Police 
made no effort to arrest the several 
hundred khaki-clad demonstrators, 
many of them heavily armed.. The 


slapped delegates, but there were 
no serious injuries, and negotiations 
resumed later Friday. 

Police said Saturday they were 
investigating, but had not made any 
arrests. 

Dc Klerk made no comment on 
Friday’s events. 

The parties at the negotiations 
have tentatively set April 27, 1994, 
for the country’s first election to in- 
clude blacks, and have been trying 
to reach a final agreement. 

Dc Klerk and Mandela want the 


agreement scaled before they go to 
the United States next week and 
meet President Clinton on July 4. 

But it’s doubtful any accords will 
be reached in coming days as politi- 
cal loaders try to deal with right- 
wins extremists, who arc demand- 


ing a separate homelana tor whiles. 

Mandela said he was disappoint- 
ed at dc Klerk’s response, 

"1 asked ... why he did not make 


arrests while demonstrations were 
in progress, and he said that might 
have resulted in bloodshed,” Man- 
dela said on national television Fri- 
day night. 

“1 told him that if those (dempn- 
siratoni) were blacks, he would not 


have put up that argument, Man- 
dela added. Black protesters “would 
have been shot and killed on the 
spot," he said.

How the jury responds to a victim 
is an enormous percentage of (he verdict in any sex- 
crimes trial — which is why prosecutors want “good 
victims." 

In New York City, good victims have jobs (like 
stockbroker or accountant) or impeccable status (like 
a police officer’s wife); are well-educated and articu- 
late; and are, above all, presentable to a jury: attrac- 
tive but not too attractive, demure but not pushovers. : 
Tliey should be upset, but in good ta.stc — not .so upset 
•that they become hysterical; 

Such attitudes not only arc distasteful, they arc also 
frightening, They say it’s OK to rape some people — 
just not us. 

Rapists tend to go to trial more often than any oth- 
er kind of criminal, believing in their souls that all men. 
Including those on the jury, would rape if they only 
had what it takes. They are supported too often in this 
belief bv the fact that what the defense puts on trial is 
the victim. 

People do say that anybody can be rap^, that rapists 
don’t discriminate. It is tnic that rape victims include 
among their ranks heiresses and nuns and great-grand- 
mothers. But they also include crackheads and dope 
dealers, junkies, whorc.s, thieves and liars. 

RapisLs do discriminate— they look for whatever vul- 
nerability might insulate them from capture and pun- 
ishmenL Sometimes that means roping u child, because 
we seem as a country to doubt the word of children who 
say they’ve been raped. And sometimes that means try- 
ing to sell the rest of us on the concept that it isn't real- 
ly rape if thc.victim is someone we don't like. 

The one truth that is more important to me than all 
the rest is that what tltc public is entitled to from pros- 
ecutors is not any particular verdict but the willingness 
to step into the ring again and again. 

I remember, for example. Terry Pittman. He didn't 
have in him what quality it is that makes the rest of us 
human. He’d lucked into a teenager who asked if he 
knew where to buy marijuana. He took her to his apart- 
ment and raped her. She struggled so hard she kicked 
out a window.

his car? The jury convicted. Roudabush 
did lOycars ofa6- to 18-year sentence 
before being paroled out of state. He 
hasn’t had any incidents of “episodic

When I decided to become a sex- 
crimes prosecutor, I had no idea what it 
would feel like to convict a rapist — to 
create a little piece of justice on this 
planet. All along, from the first sex crime 
1 prosecuted to the last day, there were 
people "in the know” saying that what 
1 wanted couldn’t be done. 

We have allowed sex crimes to be the 
one areaofcriminality-where wejudge- 
thc offense not by the perpetrator but 
by the victim. There is an essential dif- 
ference between sex crimes and other 
crimes, but it has nothing to do with the 
victims. Most oUicr crime is in response 
to a need that the ofTense itself seeks to 
meet: Some people kill because they are 
angry; some people steal because they 
want money. But as each rape is com- 
mitted, it creates a greater need. Rape 
- i s dose-related^it-is chronic,.repeti Live. 
and always escalating. 

Rapists cross a line — a clear, bright 
line. Absent significanu predictable con- 
sequences. they are never going to cross 
back. Too often, instead of con^ucnccs, 
what we give them is permission. 

Collaboration is a hate crime. When 
a jury in Florida acquit because the vic- 
tim was not wearing underpants, when 
a grand jury in Texas refuses to indict 
because on ADS-feoring victim begged 
the rapist to use a condom, when a judge 
in Manhattan imposes a lenient sentence 
because the rape of a retarded, previ- 
ously victimized teenager wasn’t "vio- 
lenL” when an appellate defense attor- 
ney vilifies a young woman on national 
TV for the “crime" of having success- 
fully prosecuted a rape complaint, when 
a judge in Wisconsin calls a 5-ycar-oId 
“seductive" — all that is collaboration. 

■ and it is antipathy toward victims so vir- 
ulent that it subjects us all to risk. 

There arc always going to be rapists 
among us. We nc^ to stop permitting it 
to be socially and politically acceptable 
to give them aid and comfort. We need 
to recognize rape for the antihuman 
crime that it is. Rape is neither sexual nor 
sexy — it is an ugly act of dominance 
and control. We need’ to start judging 
sex crimes by the rape and by the 
rapist — not by thc.viciim. 

A rapist is a single-minded, totally 
self-absorbed, sociopathic beast — a 
beast that cannot be tamed with "un- 
derstanding." We need to slop shifting 
the responsibilities, to stop demanding 
that victims show “earnest resistance." 
to stop whining and start winning. And 
one of our strongest weapons must be 
fervent intolerance for collaboration in 
any form.

I ELEVISION CAN BE A 
powerful educational tool, but 
Joo often it is a teacher of trivia 
and violence. Enter Space 
School, a method of tendiing 
math and science that uses space- 
age technology to beam high- 
quality educational “adventures” 
into classrooms across America. 

Space School, which opens Aug, 30. 
will be carried on a delivery system 
called “distance learning." The process 
is simple. Many school districts already 
have the necessary equipment: a televi- 
sion set that's hooked up to cable or u 
satellite dish. The Space School lessons, 
which will be broadcast from a central 
studio in Spokane. Wash., will be 
beamed up to a satellite, down to a rc> 
cciverand transmitted to a television in 
the classroom. 

Space School will be operated and 
partially financed by the Young Astro- 
naut Council, a nonprofit organization 
started by the White House in 1984. To- 
day, a million Young Astronauts in this 
I country are engaged in creative, hands- 
on, spacc-rclated activities that teach 
science and math. Yet Council Presi- 
dent T. Wendell Butler says: "We’re 
now helping only a fraction of the chil- 
dren who can be reached through Space 
School." 

The programs will be carried on a 
satellite network run by Educational 
Services District 101 in Spokane, which 
began broadcasting courses to the Pa- 
cific Northwest in 1986. Educational 
Services, which is government financed, 
pays for Space School's production and 
the satellite costs. 

The original intent, explained the su- , 
perintendent of Educational Services, 
Dr. Brian L. Talbott, was to provide 
quality education to children in remote 
areas. But distance learning also can 
reach children living in another kind of 
wilderness — isolated not by geography 
but by poverty. “Eight million students 
are conc entrated in_thgjialiQa.’sJ.QQ- _ 
largest school districts." says T. Wendell 
Butler. "The overwhelming majority arc 
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disadvantased children who have little 
or no exposure to enrichment programs." 

• Whai they’ll leani. The objective of 
Space School is to turn science into an 
adventure thpt will stimulate learning. 
There is one main instructor, as well as 
guest instructors \yho appear from lime 
to time. American astronauts and Rus- 
sian cosmonauts — provided at no cost 
by the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration — will give personal ac- 
counts of their exploits in space and an- 
swer students’ questions. One guest in- 
structor will be Eugene Ceman. the last 

■ "man to walk on the moon, who will take- 
students on imaginary spaceflights. The 
cosmonaut Alexander Serebrov will 
teach live courses from the Russian 
space station, Mir. 

Other instructors will explore the 
earth. Dinosaurs, highly popular with 
children, will have a special part in' 
Space School: Children will be chosen 
to go on the program and will be taught 
how to identify dinosauis from their fos- 
silized tracks and even to detemune what 
the dinosaurs were doing at the time 
they made the uacks. 

• How it works in the classroom. Teach- 
ers will receive written supplements lh.^t 
enable tiicm to guide each lesson; these 
also will be available to students. The 
students will be able to communicate 
directly with the instructor, who is based 
in the Spokane studio, by using a com- 
■putcr or an 800 phone number. They 
can ask questions and make statements. 
Three one-hour courses will be offered 
every week, and classwork will be grad- 
ed electronically. The Space School year 
will include 72 lessons. 

• Whom it reaches. Students in grades 
four through six will be able to partici- 
pate. Any school in the U.S. may pick up 
these lessons for an annual fee paid by 
the school disuict. The fee, which helps 
pay for developing and maintaining the 
prograra.-will ^pend on the enrollment 
of the school district. It ranges from 
SI 500 to $7000. 

The average youngster spends five 
hours a day in front of a TV set. Space 
School offers a way to make TV time 
an exciting learning experience. DU

Vereen had come os close to death as 
you can, but he fought to live. What hap* 
pened, and how did he get through it? 

A year .afeer his near*fatal accident, 
wc talked about that incredible day, 
which Vcrccn said he still doesn't re- 
member. "They say that’s the way the 
mind works," he explained. "Because 
whai happened was so traumatic, it keeps 
you from going through the pain." 

He said he was bothered by what was 
reported in the tabloids: "My accident 
had nothing to do with my daughter’s 
death Or with drugs or with suicide. It 
was an accident — as simple as that. It 
annoys me that some of the media at- 
tach anything in my life to Naja’s death.

His longtime manager, Pamela Coop- 
er, told me Ben had driven his own car 
into a tree just six hours before he was hit 
while walking.
